Best ize for Roosting-Poles 


persons contend that roosting- poles 
should be so small that fowls can clasp them 
with their claws. This is decidedly. erron- 
eous. The-top of the poles should be cir- 
cular, instead of flat, that the droppings 
‘may slip off readily, and not accumulate, as 
‘they would on a flat surface. A round. 
pole, four or five inches in diameter, is the 
‘most suitable size for roosting-poles. Fowls 
do not need a pole to cling to. They can 
maintain their balance far better on a large 
_pole than on a small one. In very cold 
~weathe? fowls can warm when on 
large roosting-poles ; whereas, if the poles. 

small, their toes would freeze. Large, 
clumsy hens, have toes more.like corn-cobs 
than bird’s claws, cannot cling to a. small 
pole. For this reason, they frequently lose 
their balance during the night and fall to 
the ground, when they are often devoured. 
by nocturnal marauders in quest of poultry. 
Roosting-poles should be large also for | 
young chickens... -When, the-mother hen 
first leads@hem to the roost, if the poles are 
small; half of her brood will drop from their’ 


resting-place before morning, and sometimes |. 


be lost. Sassafras poles, with the bark on, 
are best for roosts. .Cedar, pine, spruce, and 
are the next best.’ Other kinds 
of wood will subserve a good purpose, but 
are not so good as the former, which -fur- 
nish no refuge for parasites, which often 
infest poultry-lfouses. 

When polés with the bark on cannot be 
obtained, a scantling not less than three 
‘inches square, will subserve a good pur- 
pose, if placed with a flat side up, and not 
with a square corner on the top.
